Investigation of Armor Plate and 


Other Matters. - 


WASHINGTON, Jon. 18. The Senate 


Committee on Naval Affairs was in secret 
session to-day more thin three houra on 
Ihe 
Investigation suggested 
by 
the 


Chandler resolution relative to thu ques. 
lion of excessive charges for armor plate, 
the connection of certain naval officers 
In the patents granted for the process 
used by the Navy Department and. other 
mailers cited in the Chandler rcfolutlou. 
Secretary Herbert .was boforo the com- 
mittee for two hours but nothing was de- 
veloped to show there had been any de- 
reliction of duly. Mr. Herbert said that 
it kad'been ihe habit of naval officers, 
when they feeured patents upon things 
used by the navy, to permit the use of 
such patents by the Kovernmeut wl fr- 
ont charge*. 
It was not infrequent, he also said, 


for the Navy Department to ask for 
prompt action In the matter of patents 
on such appliances as were used by the 
departmeDC and this wn» not conBncd to 
any particular nJmlnlitnttion but h»d 
been tlone through several administra- 
tion*. Secretary Herbert said that the 
first summer after he became the head of 
the Navy Departm«nt he broke up the 
practice that had grown up of allowioz 
long leaves without permission to naval 
oOlcers to accept private employment. 


So far as the contract of Lhe armor 


plate establishments with foreign govr 
ernm-tnl s was concerned, the secretary 
said he know that the American lirms 
had competed with foreign establlth- 
mente where the bidding was eiceedlne- 
ly close and they had boen compelled to 
almost at losing llgure In order to secure 
any contracts. It was charged that 
these flrms had furnished armor abroad 
at $300 per ton that had cost this govern- 
ment between flve and sll hundred.

DEATH OF PROF. TALCOTT, 


Eminent Banner Citizen Passes 


Away or> Sunday. 


The many friends of Prof. Daniel ti. 


Talcott will bear With painful uterest of 
bli death which occurred at bis home at 
noon of yeetcrday. 


Prof. Talcott was born In Hen bury- 


port, Mass., in June, 1813, aud conse- 
quently wajs nearly 83 years of age at the 
time of his death. He graduated from 
Amherst College wllh the honors of his 
class at tha early age of 18. He de- 
veloped a remarkable gift in the acqnlsl-1 
lion of languages and- before he was 20 
years old was employed to supply a 
vacant Professorship of Hebrev ac An- 
dover Seminary. 
| 


He held Ihla vfoaltlon from 1808 to 1868 


after which he was settled for 3 yeara 
as ra8tor 
OTer 
the 
Congregational 


church in Sborburne, Mans. In 1839 be 
began his life work as professor In bcib 
departments of Greek and Hebrew lan- 
guage and literature In the Theological 
Seminary, of our city, ar.d continued In 
this position till 1881, when on account 
of advancing years and falling health be 
retired to private life. 


How admirably be did bis work as 


teacher only those nbo sat under his 
tuition know and of these only those 
know it fully who were most advanced 
In their habits of thought and so able to 
apprehend all Ihe cugxestivenets of his 
teaching. 


Patient and gentle towards the slow 


kindly and sympathetic toward thos 
who nere struggling with doubts- 
quick to enter into their difficulties, will 
ing lo expend anylime and effort to aflbn 
Ihem relief, (here are mulliludes o 
sludenta n ho feel that his Instruction 
were of the greatest value to ihem 
who have retained the 
most tende

their expressions of affection could hav 
reached him, hla djlng room would hav 
been a centre to which would have bee 
conveyed words of sympathy and lovinj 
prayeric from every part of tbe world.

ical scholarship and of a broader rang 
of reading and thought than Prof Tai 
cott. There arc in bi& library books i 
19 or £0 different languages, will all o 
when he had more or less familiarity 
Where one thinks what stores of rar 
and curious learning as well as of rlcl 
thought disappeared when
